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Notwithſtanding this Care, in one reſpect th 
Endeavours. of the Editors of our School-Books 
to ＋ their Authors, have ſall'n ſhort ; fo 
thoꝰ they have in their Notes fo far given an Ac 
count of the Names of Hills, Rivers and Cities 
as ta tell in what Kingdoms or Provinces the; 
are, yet for want of Draughts to diſcribe theſ 
Kingdoms, and their Diviſions into Provinces 
neither the Diſtances, nor the reſpective Situation 
of the ſeveral Places mentioned, can in any man 
ner be apprehended by the Scholar; for want © 
which Diſtinction, great Confuſion muſt neceſ 
farily ariſe in the Mind. 

Thus, if a Maſter was to deſcribe to his Scho 
lar, from his VixGir, the Navigation of Axeas 
and tell him, that in his Voyage from Troy ti 
Italy he paſſed through the Cyclades, and by th 
Strophades to the Golf of Tarentum; from whenc 
to avoid the dangerous Paſſage between Scylla an 
Charybdis, he failed towards the African Coaſ! 
| thence ſailling hy Sicily, he arrived on the Coaſt 
of Italy, and landed near the Mouth of Tybrzs. 

Such a Deſcription as this cannot be made in 
telligible to the Scholar, by adding any Expla 
nation in Words, who will not at all the bette 
underſtand Xxeas's Courſe, deſcribed by his A 
thor, by being told, that the Cyclades are Iſlanc 
in the Icarian, the Strophades in the Jonian, an 
that Scylla is a Rock, and Charybais a Whirlpoo 
in the Sicilian Sea; becauſe he has no more an

For this Reaſon, to all the valuable Editions 


of ſuch of the School- Books as have wanted 


them, Maps have been added, as abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to make the Author's Meaning fully com- 
prehended: But then theſe Editions have been 
neceſſarily held at fo great a Price, as not to be 


eaſily compaſſed for Youth at Schools, for whoſe 


uſe, as it was needſul to Print Editions ofa cheaper 
fort, ſo conſequently in them theſe Helps muſt 
be omitted. 

Jo fupply this Omiſſion, it has been thought 
an uſeful Service to Schools, to prepare a fmall 
Collection of Maps of the Ancient World, and 


of ſuch Parts of it cheifly as are mentioned in
